"It all past time were conilenseil 
0 twenty-tour hour.s then tho oldest 
known apes would liavo come upon 
he earth half an hour ago, tincient 
man but' 30 seconds ago and modern 
man but ten seconds ago," declared 
Dr. John Beattic, Assocluto Professor 
ot Anatomy, in his brief radio address 
on tho subject "Our Ancient Ances- 
tors ". His address delivered last night 
over station CKAC, was sponsored by 
the National Council ot Education. 
Bible Corroborated 

Tablets on" which Is Inscribed tho 
story of tho world's creation' were 
found, the authorship ot which aro at- 
tributed to tho ancient people inhabit- 
ing tho valley ot tiie Euphrates, The 
Interesting fact about theso tablets 
is that tho story Inscribed on them, 
as nearly as can bo ascertained, cor- 
responds to the story ot tho creation 
found In the Bible. Mllllona ot years 
before thlA, scienco Iiaa discovered, 
there was life. Remains ot living 
creatures iha\*o been found In rocks 
which geologists claim to bo 500,000,- 
000 years old. ' , ,- 

Apes aro said to have been on the 
earth 20,000,000 years ago. Theso apes 
differed radically from those tiiat are 
living at preS'cnt In that they had a 
small brain, no chin, and eyes with 
deep act eyebrows. Evolutlorilsts point 
to this npc as the common ancestor 
both of;, in oa ^ miman and of the pres- 
ent apc8.W.Tiio' region about which 
theso apes roamed in tho present 
Chinese Turkcstant and Tlllhet, 
Strife Produces Brains 

A part ot these apes wandered from 
their. Iiomcland to a diffcreht region 
wiicro thei'o was no forest "and where 
the climate was ; different from the' 
ono they had been- tlccustomnied to. 
Hardsiiips aroso'ahd food was hïird to 
find. "There was fierce strife for cxls't- 
cnce and those that used their brain 
lived. It .' Is ■ significant that Xature 
made every attempt to enlarge the 
brain, to give"' the ' animals uroatcr 
powers of tliought 'and scheming for 
tho sustenance ot life iinder these hard 
conditions. The obvious result, of 
Ithwpcoptiri'ual strife was the growth 
of thd brain and the . cultivation of
